All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  alloy  vacation  as  above 
described  now  on  file  in  the  Office  of  the  Department  of  Publio  Works  of  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne*  Indiana. 

The  cost  of  said  vacation  as  above  described  shall  be  assessed 
against  the  property  owners  beneficially  affected  thereby. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  affected  by  the  proposed 
alley  vacation  as  above  described*  is  described  as  follows;  Lots  numbered 
one  hundred  five  (103)  Original  Plat*  also  lots  numbered  one  to  six  (1  to  6) 
inclusive*  subdivision  of  Lot  No*  106  Original  Plat*  said  Addition  and  sub- 
division aforementioned  being  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne*  Indiana.^ 

All  according  to  the  method  and  manner  provided  for  in  an  act  of

Under 
no  circumstances  shall  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  be  or  be  held 
responsible  for  any  sum  or  sums  duo  from  said  property  owner  or  owners  for 
said  alley  vacation*  or  for  the  payment  of  any  bond  or  bonds*  except  for  such 
moneys  as  shall  have  been  actually  received  by  the  said  city  from  assessments 
for  such  property  damages  or  such  moneys  as  said  city  is  by  above  entitled 
act  required  to  pay.  All  proceedings  had  in  the  making  of  said  improvement, 
assessment  of  property*  collection  of  assessments  and  issuance  of  bonds 
therefor*  shall  bo  as  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled  act  and  all  amend- 
ments thereto  and  supplementel  thereof, 

All  of  said  streets  and  lots  and  lands  affected  by  the  a bove  described 
alloy  vacation  being  situated  in  the  southeast  quarter  (SE^)  of  Section  two  (2) 
Township  thirty  north  (T.30  N),  Range  twelve  east  (R.12  S),  and  lying  within 
tho  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne*  Allen  County*  Indiana.

RECOMMENDATION  ON  PETITION  FOR  VACATION 
OF  FIRST  NORTH-SOUTH  ALLEY  WEST  OF 
OTLHOUN  STREET,  RUNNINCJ  “SOUTH  FROM  BERRY 
STREEf: 


In  compliance  with  your  request,  the  City  Plan 
Commission  took  action  in  regard  to  the  above 
described  matter  at  its  meeting  of  May  12,1947. 

It  was  observed  that  the  alley's  narrow  width 
and  its  being  dead  end,  insofar  as  trucks  are 
concerned,  practically  eliminates  its  use  for 
loading  and  unloading.  The  alley  also  prevents 
consolidation  of  properties  into  parcels  of 
adequate  depth  appropriate  to  the  central  bus- 
iness district.  It  was  further  observed,  how- 
ever, that  the  alley  is  indispensable  as  a right- 
of-way  for  electric  power  and  telephone  lines. 

Action  was  to  the  effect  that  the  Commission  is 
in  favor  of  the  vacation  but  not  until  the 
utilities  are  located  in  the  right-of-way  of 
other  public  property,  the  cost  of  which  should 
be  borne  by  the  owners  of  the  abutting  properties.
